We  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable 
Mechanic  Association  as  of  December  31,  1966,  and  the  related  state- 
ments of  income  and  expense  and  of  funds  for  the  year  then  ended. 
Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards,  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  ac- 
counting records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  con- 
sidered necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

We  submit  the  following  report,  including  the  financial  exhibits 
and  schedules  listed  in  the  foregoing  table  of  contents.  „ 


GENERAL  FUND: 

Cash: 

Cash  of  the  General  Fund  was  made  up  as  follows  at  December 


31,  1966:

We  received  direct  confirmation  of  all  bank  balances,  commercial 
and  savings,  and  reconciled  balances  reported  with  the  amounts 
shown  by  the  books  at  December  31,  1966.  We  traced  all  recorded 
receipts  received  during  the  year  to  a bank  of  deposit,  and  reconciled 
all  cash  disbursements  in  total  with  charges  by  the  banks.  We  vouched 
checks  and  other  evidences  of  withdrawals  to  the  book  records. 
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Investments: 

The  securities  of  the  General  Fund  were  held  in  a safe  deposit 
rental  box  at  the  New  England  Merchants  National  Bank.  The  securi- 
ties were  counted  by  us  and  were  found  to  be  in  agreement  with  the 
records  of  the  Association.  Total  investments  of  the  General  Fund  are 
set  forth  in  detail  in  Schedule  A-l,  and  are  summarized  and  compared 
below  with  investments  at  the  beginning  of  the  year:

The  net  decrease  of  $1,902.02  was  due  to  a withdrawal  of  $44,000 
from  a savings  account  which  was  principally  used  for  the  purchase 
of  500  shares  of  Caterpillar  Tractor  Co.,  500  shares  of  Illinois  Power 
Co.  and  other  fractional  shares.  There  was  also  one  bond  called  in 
May,  1966.

We  verified  income  from  securities  by  checking  to  data  in  finan- 
cial publications. 
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GENERAL  FUND: 

A summary  of  the  changes  in  the  General  Fund  for  the  year  is 
shown  in  Exhibit  A.  The  increase  of  $6,314.84  in  the  Fund  repre- 
sented the  excess  of  income  over  expense  amounting  to  $6,354.09  as 
shown  in  Exhibit  B,  less  the  net  loss  of  $39.25  on  a bond  called  in 
May,  1966. 

Details  of  income  and  expense  for  the  year  are  shown  in  Exhibit 
B in  comparison  with  the  prior  year.  We  vouched  disbursements  and 
checked  all  cancelled  checks  to  the  cash  disbursements  book.  We 
also  examined  receipts  from  the  recipients  of  benefits  disbursed  by  the 
Committee  on  Relief. 

In  the  comparative  statement  of  income  and  expense  of  the  Gen- 
eral Fund,  Exhibit  B of  this  report,  we  have  omitted  from  income  the 
transfers  from  the  Charity  Fund  for  the  Committee  on  Relief  distribu- 
tions, and  omitted  the  distributions  from  expense.  The  distributions 
are  instead  shown  directly  as  disbursements  of  the  Charity  Fund  in 
Exhibit  D.  These  distributions  are  properly  Charity  Fund  items,  but 
are,  by  custom,  paid  out  from  the  General  Fund  after  transfers  for 
that  purpose  have  been  made  from  the  Charity  Fund. 


SHATTUCK  FUND: 

Investments: 

The  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company  confirmed 
directly  to  us  that  as  of  December  31,  1966,  they  held  1,603.952  shares 
of  Massachusetts  Life  Fund  under  trust  No.  568  for  the  Shattuck 
Fund.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  shares  held  represents  the  rein- 
vestment of  a capital  gain  dividend  paid  in  March,  1966,  amounting 
to  $725.74,  invested  at  $12.13  per  share  for  59.830  shares.  Independent 
confirmation  of  the  savings  account  at  the  Suffolk  Franklin  Savings 
Bank  was  also  secured.  The  investments  and  the  income  thereon  are 
detailed  in  Schedule  A-3. 

The  market  value  of  the  Massachusetts  Life  Fund  represented 
246.6%  of  book  value  at  December  31,  1966,  as  compared  with  262.0% 
of  book  value  at  December  31,  1965. 


CHARITY  FUND: 

Securities  held  in  the  Charity  Fund,  including  the  Charles  R. 
McLean  Fund,  are  held  by  the  Boston  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Com- 
pany, custodian  and  collection  agent,  from  whom  we  obtained  a cer- 
tified list  as  of  December  31,  1966.  They  also  certified  to  the  deposits 
in  savings  banks  and  the  cash  balances  as  of  that  date. 

There  were  no  changes  in  securities  shown  in  the  periodic  reports 
for  the  year.  We  verified  all  income  shown  in  these  reports  by  check- 
ing with  data  in  financial  publications.  The  investments  and  income 
thereon  are  detailed  in  Schedule  A-4. 
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The  market  value  in  relation  to  the  book  value  of  securities  at  the 
beginning  and  end  of  the  year  is  shown  below:

CLYDE  ALBERT  TYLER 

Born  January  30,  1894  in  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  died  February  26, 
1966,  in  Rockland,  Maine  after  a short  period  of  retirement.

Mr.  Cutler,  whose  father  was  also  a member,  was  born  in  Somer- 
ville on  June  12,  1892.  After  attending  the  public  schools  he  gradu- 
ated from  Dartmouth  in  1916  and  served  with  the  U.  S.  Navy  in 
1917-1919.  Treasurer  of  the  Hancock  Paint  & Varnish  Company, 
North  Quincy,  Mass.,  he  died  in  July  at  the  age  of  73.  His  wife  Ella 
(Knight),  two  sons  and  a daughter  survive. 


ALBERT  N.  MURRAY 

The  son  of  Albert  and  Euphemia  (MacNeil)  Murray,  Mr.  Murray 
was  born  September  26,  1873  at  Rockport,  Massachusetts.  He  died  July

He  leaves  his  wife  Irene  (Haynes)  Murray,  a son  Albert  C.  of 
Chelmsford,  Mass.,  three  grandsons  and  four  great-grandsons.

HENRY  NEWTON  MARSHALL 

Mr.  Marshall,  a retired  painting  contractor,  died  at  Ormond 
Beach,  Florida  at  the  age  of  93.  He  was  born  in  Shirley,  Kansas,  the 
son  of  William  Henry  Marshall  and  Ruhannah  (Walker)  Marshall.

At 
the  time  of  his  death,  he  held  the  longest  membership  in  the  Associa- 
tion. 
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RALPH  FLETCHER  BARBER 


Mr.  Barber,  who  died  May  21st  at  the  age  of  75,  had  his  business, 
Chandler  & Barber  Co.,  for  many  years  in  Mechanic’s  Building  and 
was  well  known  and  highly  respected  by  the  building  staff  and  As- 
sociation members  who  over  the  years  met  him  in  business  and  at  our 
meetings.

Joining  in  1928,  Mr.  Ellis  served  the  Association  in  all  but  five 
years  until  his  death  in  August  at  the  age  of  82.  His  longest  service 
was  on  the  Committee  on  Relief  which  he  served  for  twenty-six  years 
and  for  which  the  Association  honored  him  for  his  twenty-five  years 
as  chairman.
